Three employes of this store, who as- 
serted they were positive in indentify- 
ing Macauley as a customer who pur- 
chased a $79 set of furs on Dec. 30, giv- 
ing in payment a $200 travelers’ check 
which has since been returned as worth- 
less, will be summoned before the grand 
jury next Thursday afternoon. 

An attachment suit has been filed by 
the store against Macauley for $200, in 
an effort to recover from him the price 
of the furs and $121 cash given in ex- 
change for the counterfeit check. 

Green Velour Hat Produced. 

Detective John Hannegan, who has 
been in charge of the investigation, to- 
day took from his desk a green velour 
hat, in which were the initials ‘“‘A. P. 
M.’’ He told reporters that he took the 
hat from Macauley’s room at the Ham- 
ilton Hotel when searching it the day 
of Macauley’s arrest. 

Four employes of the Famous-Barr 
store and three employes of the Stix, 
Baer & Fuller store, the detective said, 
had described the counterfeit check cus- 
tomer as wearing a green velour hat. 
This description was given, he said, be- 
fore Macauley was arrested. 

Macauley’s attorney, commenting on 


the police had waited until today to 
produce such a hat. He asserted that 
messages were coming to him from To- 
ronto which would conclusively prove 
that Macauley was if Toronto, and not 
in New York City, at the time when 
“Christmas’’ Keough checks were being 
passed in New York City the week before 
Christmas.

Macauley, under $10,000 bond, is to ap- 
pear in court Jan. 16, when the New 
York police are expected to be here 
with requisition papers for him.

a pound to 36% cents; and that corn 
meal has increased from 90 cents to 
$1.20 a bushel. 

The bid on eggs last year was 19% 
cents a dozen; the lowest bid this year 
was 30 cents. For graham flour $5.50 a 
barrel is asked as against $3.50 a year 
ago; and for white flour $9.50 a barrel 
against $5.87.

Gardner’s address, which began imme- 
diately after the oath was administered 
by Chief Justive Graves, was attentive- 
ly listened to by nearly 10,000 persons 
and frequently applauded. 

Prolonged cheers and shouts of “We 
will,” “We are with you,” followed his 
concluding words: “I want to be a 
builder. I want to build up a great ma- 
chine, not a personal, not a political 
machine, and at this time I want to 
take occasion to again say that I shall 
never be a candidate for another office. 

“I do not wish to be influenced by 
personal or political influences. I want 
to act at all times calmly and deliber- 
ately. Will you uphold my hands? Will 
you co-operate with me? Will you help 
me?’’ 

The inaugural ceremony was simple. 
Shortly before 12. o'clock the officers of 
the National Guard of Missouri formed 
a line from the temporary capitol to 
the stand erected for the inaugural cere-

Incom- 
ing and outgoing State officials followed, 
all taking seats on the platform. The 
Colonels, resplendent in much _ gold 
braid, took standing positions between 
the plaWorm and the members of the 
Legislature.

An eclipse of the moon last night 
and eirly today—one of the two sched- 
uied for thts year—started out poorly 
as a spectacle, but finished strong. Dur- 
ing the earlier stages.of the eclipse a 
eurtain of cloucs was drawn between 
the big show and the audience, but the 
meteorological stage hands woke up be- 
fore the second act and the remainedr 
of the performance was highly enjoy- 
«ble to those who stayed up for it. 

The Rev. Martin 8S. Brennan, noted 
priest-astronorner, from his vantage 
point at bis home in Carondelet, found 
that the sky began to clear shortly aft- 
er midnight and he had a fine opportu- 
nity to view the cclipse during its period 
of totality between 1 2. m. and 2.27 a. m. 

Officially the eclipse began at 10:35 
p.m. and lasted until 4:52 a.m. This 
included the time between its en- 
trance and emergence from the pe- 
numbra, or outer shadow of the earth. 
The ordinary observer could note lit- 
tle difference in the moon's appear- 
ance untfl the inner shadow began 
to encroach. At the period of total- 
ity the moon was entirely hidden and 
the night was inky black.

Lansing said that on the morning of 
this conference with the newspaper ren 
three other men were present waiting 
to see him, but that he did not. know 
they were in the room until after he had 
talked to the newspapermen.

“It is not likely that they would say 
anything about your statement?’ sug- 
gested Represeritative Bennet. “‘Very im- 
probable.”’ A 
Bennet recalled Secretary Lansing had 
stated he never speculated in the mar- 
ket, and added: *‘For that reasor, isn't 
it possible that you gave little though 
to the effects of the statement made by 
you might have on the stock market?’ 
“T never gave it a thought,’ said the 
Secretary. “It never entered my. mind. 
I was merely anxious to preserve tre 
courtesy due to foreign nations in tne 
matter.’’ 

‘Was Mr. Snowden connected with the 
National Manufacturers’ Association?’’ 
“I think so.”’ 

“With Snowden practically a strang- 
er to you, did it occur to you that he 
might make use of the information?’ 
“I didn’t know he was there.”’ 

Statement Was Negative. 

Questioned further about his Wednes- 
day conference with the newspaper men, 
Secretary Lansing said: 

‘“‘My statements regarding the note 
were entirely negative. I said nothing 
whatever about a request for terms 
having been made. I gave no details. I 
stated that at 6 o’clock they would he 
able to get an important communica- 
tion sent to belligerent Governments. {f 
said that it was not a proposal of 
peace or an offer of mediation. 

“Then 1 explained the reason I wish- 
ed them to preserve confidence. I knew 
the note was in the hands of the prin- 
ter and wanted to guard against any 
rere rumors that might get out.’’ 

Representative Chiperfierd asked Sec- 
retary Lansing about his two state- 
ments explaining the note after it had 
been made public. 

*‘Were these statements made entirely 
on your own initiative?’’ asked Chiper- 
field. 

“See here,’’ Secretary Lansing declar- 
ed, with emphasis, “that is way beyond 
the scope of this investigation.”’ 

Representative Garret interjected: 
“Such a matter has not the slightest 
pertinence to this inquiry on the effect 
of a leak on the stock market.”’ 

“‘Not perhaps any connection with the 
leaks on the note and its effect on the 
market,’’ said Representative Chiper- 
field, ‘“‘but it has been stated that the 
Secretary's statement did, in fact, affect 
the stock market." 

Democrats of the committee objected 


om 
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that such a line of questioning was im- 
proper and the chair ruled that the Sec- 
retary need not answer. 

Resuming his testimony, Lansing said 
he did not know whether representa- 
tives of Wall street papers were present 
at the conference of the newspaper men 
and he did not know tbair duties. 


Lansing on the Stand. 
Thomas W. Laws. Sutiowed Lansing. 


Told by Chairman Henry that he might 
“proceed in his own way for the pres- 
ent,’’ Lawson asked if he were to be 
stopped at any point in his talk. Henry 
said that would depend entirely on 
whether he confined himself to the sub- 
ject before the committee. 

“My name is Thomas W. Lawson,’’ 
he said. “My home ts Boston. My oc- 
cupation, you might say, is that of a 
farmer.’’ 

‘The crowd burst into a roar of laugh- 
ter and Lawson hastened to explain. 

“TI don’t.say I am a farmer to be face- 
tious,’’ he said. “In a way I also am 
connected with financial matters.’’ 

“T will give testimony,’’ he said. ‘‘re- 
garding the damnable conditfon which 
has existed for two years for the pur- 
pose of finding remedy for conditions 
which caused hundreds of thousands of 
persons to be driven to enormous 
Tosses.’’ 

Lawson flew into a rage after he had 
proceeded for half an hour when inter- 
rupted by Representative Chiperfield. He 
declared he proposed to say all he had 
to say regardless of consequences. 

“What's the penalty?’ he shouted, 
“and I'll take it in advance.”’ 

The committee room was in an up- 
roar, and Representative Henry threat- 
ened to clear it and hold the proceed- 
ings in executive session. 

Lawson gesticulated, shook his fin- 
ger in Representative Chiperfield’s face 
and loudly declared he, as an American 
citizen, would see to it that he got his 
rights. Jerry South, clerk of the House, 
pulled Lawson back into his chair until 
order could. be restored. 


Lawson, pacing up and down before | 


the committee, declared that all he had 
said in the public press regarding the 
leak, ne believed to be true. 

“I repeat it all now,” he declared. ‘‘It 
is one of the commonest things in Wall 
street, advance information from Wash.- 
ington about Government affairs, af- 
fairs of such importance that they fre- 
quently affect the country’s securities. 
I mean also leaks from the Supreme 
Court, advance information on decisions, 


oeenere information on important Sen- 
ate matters, action of congressional 
committees,* Cabinet affairs and ad- 
vance information direct from the White 
House itself.’’ 

“Premeditated Robbing.” 

From tnat he led into charges of a 
‘premeditated, deliberately figured out, 
deliberately worked out, robbery of the 
American people through United States 
stock gamblers.”’ 

He said ho knew who was responsible 
for the leak, and reiterated he was con- 
vinced the committee did not want an 
investigation. He vreviewed his recent 


(trip to Washington. 


“I came to Washington,” he said, ‘‘to 
aid in an honest investigation, only to 
have hell lambasted out of me as Con- 
gress convened. Promptly when the 
Senate met, a _ leather-lunged, sewer- 
mouthed old blatherskite’’—— 

The chairman stopped Lawson there, 
and then followed a row betweén Law: 
son and Representative Chiperfield 
which was unintelliginle even to the 
official stenographer. 

Chairman Henry rapped for order and 
Lawson roared: “I don’t propose to be 
bulidozed and I will not bé intimidat- 
ed.”’ 

Finally, after more wrangling, by a 
unanimous vote of the committee, all 
of Lawson's heated speech was struck 
from the record. The chairman then 
began to question him: 

“You stated that there was a leak 
Will you give the committee the name 
of the person who carried the leak to 
Wall street from Washington?” 

Lawson replied that the only way he 
could give the identiy of the bearer of 
the ‘‘leak’’ would be to violate a confi: 
dence, and he could not do so. 

“Do youtknow any names?” demanded 
Chairman Henry. “Not in a _ legal 
sense,”’ 

“Do you know of any in any sense?” 
“I know there was a leak,’’ Lawson re- 
turned, ‘‘and knowing there was a leak, 
I must have some information.’’ 

Asked if he refused to answer the 
question, Lawson avoided a direct an- 


swer. 
“I Probably Profited.” 


*‘Do you know any persons who profit- 
ed on the day of the leak?” ‘I probably 
do,’”” Lawson said. ‘I probably profited 
myself.’’ Mle declined to say how much. 

By a process of elimination, Chairman 
Henry drew from the witness that he 
knew of no one at the White House con- 
nected with a leak. Asked if he knew 
of any leak in the Secretary of State's 
office, Mr. Lawson said: 

“TIT have no information regarding any- 
one in the State Department which I 
would give in public. I would give it to 
the chairman. But-you don't need any 
more information than you have to war- 
rant an investigation. 

“I cannot give the committee names [n 
a court knowledge way as having been 
principals to the transaction,”’ said Law- 
son. ‘I could give names that were given 
to me by people I. consider responsible, 
but I won’t—not at this time.” 

“Will you give them to me?’ asked 
the chairman. ‘‘No, I will not give them 
at all unless it is absolutely necessary.” 

“The chair requests you to give the 
names,”’ continued Henry. “I started 
out with the determination, and I say 
again that I will not blunder up your 
record with names to furnish headlines 
for the newspapers.”’ 

‘Then you flatly decline?’ 

‘Yes, I decline to furnish names given 
to me by others—not now.”’ 

At this point the committee took a re- 
cess until 2 o’clock. ' 

Just before the afternoon session be- 
gan the Rules Committee issued sub- 
renas for F. M. Lockwood, New York 
stock broker, and Alfred H. Curtis, for- 
mer president of the National Bank of 
North America.

Berlin Reports Sinking Enemy ‘'T'rans- 
ports Dec. 23, Is Denied by London. 


BERLIN, via London, Jan. 8.—‘‘One of 
our submarines,’’ says an official state- 
ment issued by the German Admiralty, 
“torpedoed and sank, Dec. 23, in the 
Eastern Mediterranean, an enemy trans- 
port of more than 5000 tons. The vessel 
was accompanied by warships.”’ 


LONDON, Jan. 8.—Commenting on the 
German Admiralty report of the sinking 
of an entente transport, the London 
Press Bureau says: ‘‘No transport, Brit- 
ish or French, was sunk in the Eastern 
Mediterranean Dec. 23.’

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STATEMENT BY TUMULTY 
AT HOUSE “LEAK” INQUIRY 


President’s Secretary, Backed With Executive's 


Indorsement, Says He Didn’t Know 
Note Was to Be Sent. 


Tumulty, President Wilson’s secretary, 
tcday made the following formal state- 
ment to the House Rules Committee 


which is investigating rumors that 
there was a “leak’’ in advance of the 
publication of President Wilson's peace 
note: 

“I appear before this committee to re- 
sent the unjust intimation that I gave 
information to Mr. B. M. Baruch in 
regard to the so-called peace note sent 
to the European belligerents last month 
by the Secretary of State. This intima- 
tion was contained in a statement made 
to this committee by Representative 
Wood of Indiana, a man whom I do not 
know. To the best of my knowledge, 4 
have never tnet Mr. Wood. Certainly he 
made no effort to find out the truth 
from me betore dragging my mame into 
this affair. 

“I wish to deny generally and spe- 
cifically that I e---e advance informa- 
tion to Mr. Baruch or to anybody else 
in regard to the peace note, I did not 
know of the existence of this note or 
that this Government contemplated the 
dispatch of such a hote until after 
printed copies of the note had been given 
to representatives of the press by the 
State Department. I was not consulted 
in the preparation of the notoe by the 
President or by anybody else. -The con- 
ferences and communications. relating 
to the drafting of the note and itis dis- 
patch were conuuential between the 
President and Secretary of State. I 
knew nothing of them whatever, nor did 
any otoher person employed in the ex- 
ecutive office. 

“TIT have bad no correspondence, writ- 
ten or telegraphic, with Mr..Baruch or 
anybody representifig him, regarding 
this matter. I have had no telephone 
talks with Mr. Baruch or anybody rep- 
resenting him regarding this matter. 1! 
have never talked wtih him or anybody 
representing him, or with anyone else 
publicly or privately, with regard to this 
matter. 

Never Dined With Baruch.

Arguments were begun in 
the Missouri, Oklahoma & Gulf Rail- 
road’s test case, in which the Depart- 
ment of Justice is appealing from Fed- 
eral Judge Hook’‘s decision at Kansas 
City, Mo., that the law passed last Sep- 
tember when a nation-wide railroad 
strike seemed imminent is ‘‘unconstitu- 
tional, null and void.”’ 

Conclusion of the arguments late to- 
morrow is expected. They are the first 
on the merits of the Adamson law in 
any court, Judge Hook having decided 
the case without formal hearings, in 
order to expedite the appeal for the Su- 
preme Court’s final determination. A 
decision is expected within'a few weeks 
at most. 


; Briefs Voluminous. 
Voluminous briefs were filed*today by 


the Federal and railroad counsel before 
the beginning of the arguments, which 
proceéded after announcement by the 
Court of numerous opinions and orders 
on reconvening after its holiday recess. 

Numerous precedents, including Su- 
preme Court decisions, are cited in the 
Department of Justice brief in support 
of the Jaw’s validity. The railroad brief

Would Mean a Saving. 
“The salary of this board would not 


exceed the salaries and expenses of the 
five boards to be abolished, including 
the salaries of their secretaries and 
treasurers. The saving in the buying 
of supplies through one agency would 
be very large. But beyond the question 
of economy experience in other states 
has proven that a great work of organ- 
ization, building and reforming as above 
outlined, is best operated by such cen- 
tral authority. 

“A prison system should be broad and 
comprehensive. The men should be de- 
veloped during confinement by placing 
them in a position of mutual responsi- 
bility wherp they can prepare for work 
after theif sentences expire. The model 
prison system wher first offenders are 
segregated, and where others are given 
an opportunity for farm and road work 
offers the best opportunity to reform 
these people. 

“The problem of handling risoners, 
both during the time they are incar- 
cerated and after they are set free, is 
one that is engaging serious thoughht of 
people who are concerned in reducing 
crime. 

“In many states organizations and 
associations have been formed to aid 
familiea of prisoners and ex-prisoners 
and great good is being accomplished. 

“The rapidity with which the board 
could carry out these great reforms 
would depend upon the degree of finan- 
cial aid we could give them, to buy 
farms, erect buildings, purchase ma- 
chinery and other equipment. 

“Tl suggest giving the board the use 
of at least $750,000 for the next bien- 
nial period in addition to the receipts 
from the institutions. | 


Would Abolish 10 Boards. 
“T recommend that the 10 boards to- 


gether with their treasurers be abol- 
ished for the following institutions: 

‘‘The four State hospitals. 

“The State Confederate home. 

“The State Federal home. 

‘Missouri Schoo) for the Deaf. 

‘Missouri School for the Blind. 

“Colony for the feeble-mnided and epi- 
leptics. 

‘Missouri State Sanitorium. 

“I suggest that these institutions be 
put in charge of a State board of corn- 
trol of say three members, not over 
two of whom shall belong to the same 
political party. Such board would not 
require any more expense than the 
present boards and their local treasur- 
ers. 
a concentration of the buying for these 
institutions under one authority. 

“But aside from the feature of econ- 
omy and more important than _ that 
would be the increased efficiency in 
these institutions. This board should 
be given authority to employ all super- 
intendents and other employes on the 


esdeee _ basis of efficiency. These institutions 


should be removed entirely from poli- 
tics. 

“The Legislature should consider the 
advisability of raising the allowances 
for the sustenance of the delinquents 
sent to these institutions to such fig- 
ures as will meet the extremely high 
price of food. These people should be’ 
furnished wholesome food and be cared 
for in & proper manner. 

Advocates Permanent Roads. 

“The agitation for permanent roads 
in this State has been continued so long 
and has become so universal that there 
is now a demand that definite steps be 
taken for building a system of State 
highways. The necessary legislation can 
be enacted within 30 days. 

“Everyone favors this needed improve- 
ment for our State and realizes that we 
are far behind our progressive sister 
states. Our present system of control 
is unsatisfactory and obsolete. The pro- 
gressive states have all created a State 
Highway Commission, and have given 
to the state large powers of control over 
state highways. And in return for these 
measures of control the states have con- 
tributed liberally to the construction of 
roads. 

“Our present inadequate road laws are 

largely responsible for our lack ‘of road 
building. 
“I favor the creation of a State High- 
way Commission composed of four mem- 
bers, two of which shall be chosen from 
each of the leading political parties. This 
commission should serve without com- 
pensation, exeept traveling and other ex- 
penses while the commission is in_ses- 
sion, High-class men with patriotic mo- 
tives can be secured to serve on such 
commission, Missouri has a host of 
broad-minded, Wberal-spirited men who 
are deeply interested in this cause, and 
who are willing to give such measure 
of services as is required of them with- 
out compensation. 

“This commission shovld be given 
broad powers, including authority to 
Select a State Highway Engineer and 
t. pay such salary as would guarantee a 
man of high attainments and successfi:l 
experience. His term of office should 
be during the pleasure of the board, 
and hig compensation should be fixed 
by it. 

“Politics should fot enter into road 
work, and the law should be accordingly 
drawn. 

Would Get Federal Ald. 

“Our roads should be constructed by 
joint participation of the national, State 
and county revenues. Missouri must act 
at once to avail itself of the Federal aid 
law.

GOV. GARDNER’S MESSAGE. 

Declaring that the financial condition of the 
State and the economical and efficient manage- 
ment of its institutions are the legislative sub- 
jects of paramount importance, Gov. Gardner 
devotes his inaugural address in the main, to four 
leading recommendations which he urges upon 
the State Legislature. These four subjects are: 

1. A tax commission to supervise taxes and 
expenditures with suggestions of taxes to meet 
the existing deficit and immediate requirements 
of the State. The duties of the tax commission 
include the submission of a budget to the Legis- 
lature. 

2. A penal board to take over the control of all 
penal institutions of the State and to supersede 
all existing special boards: He recommends giv- 
ing this new general board, composed of five 
members, full power to manage the prisons and 
reformatories and to appoint employes, purchase 
supplies, direct the industries and make the rules 
and regulations. 

8. The abolition of all existing eleemosynary 
boards and the creation of a general board of 
three members to control and manage all elee- 
mosynary institutions of the State. 

4. The creation of a nonpartisan State highway 
commission to organize and supervise good road 
construction. The commission would have the 
appointment of a State highway engineer; it 
would be able to utilize Missouri’s quota of the 
Federal good roads appropriation and would be 
charged ‘with the planning of highways and their 
construction and expending of funds for road 
building. 

Gov. Gardner links these recommendations to- 
gether, because the reorganization and efficient 
management of the business of the State depends 
upon the increase of revenue which is fundamen- 
tal to all constructive work. It is first nacessary 
to obtain sufficient revenue for the requirements 
of the State on an equitable basis, in order to 
manage successfully the business of the State. 

It will be recognized at a glance that the Gov- 
ernor has submitted proposals to the General 
Assembly which are revolutionary, but thor- 
oughly practical and wise. They embrace the 
complete reorganizing of the State’s ‘business for 
economy and efficiency. We believe the Gov- 
ernor’s judgment in concentrating upon these 
fundamental objects is sound. They are funda- 
mental, but they do not preclude other pressing 
subjects of legislation to which spare time may 


‘be devoted. The only other subject he touches 


is that of constitutional revision, to which both 
parties are pledged. 

The message is a business-like document. It 
is clear, concise and goes directly to the core of 
State rehabilitation. It is written in a fine 
spirit of nonpartisan patriotism. Pledging him- 
self to lay aside all personal ambition, he appeals 
to the entire General Assembly to co-operate 
with him in doing the great work of construction 
and reconstruction Which has been entrusted to 
the administration. 

The duty of co-operation on the part of the 


‘Legislature is plain. We believe all the people 


of all parties will support Gov. Gardner in the 
initial program he urges.

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SAUCE FOR THE GANDER. 

Inasmuch as Latin is not an essential for em- 
ployment as a clerk at the American Federation 
of Labor’s Washington office, it is quite possible 
that some 60 of its employes may not be able 
to give the English of “tu quoque” right off the 
bat. That is no sign they don’t know what it 
means, however, as the demands they have just 
made amply prove. 

The federation has been advocating a general 
raise in pay for Government clerks. It asked 
a minimum wage of $3 a day and a $200 annual 
increase for those now working at that pay. 
“Fine!” chorused the federation’s own clerks. 
“Suppose you do the same thing for us!” Just 
what answer is to be made has not yet been 
announced. If the federation does not see fit, 
to grant the demand, its clerks cannot strike, be- 
cause a strike has to be authorized by the fed- 
eration itself. If the demands are refused the 
country will wait with breathless interest to 
know how the thing is managed. 

A RHPUBLIO IN WAR. , 

The builders of our ship of State constructed 
it for times of peace. When the sea rose in 
angry billows, we trusted our peace-bark 
to the stormtossed waters and winds. We had 
hoped that the armies should fight. our war, 
while the civil processes would not be mate- 
rially hampered by it; and we had even ar- 
ranged that the financial burden should in due 
proportion fall upon the shoulders of future 
generations. But we find that our ship of 
State is not equipped for war; more especially 
because the very element that guarantees 

Hberty, our twe chambers, and the endless 
routine that each measure must run tefore 
adoption, are little suited to times when quick 
action is imperative. 

These words of Aristide Briand, the French 
Minister-President, before-the Chamber of Depu- 
ties on Deo. 16, while they resulted in the es- 
tablishment of a practical dictatorship in France, 
are pregnant with a historico-political signifi- 
cance far beyond the narrow limits of a single 
country. Even the leaders of the opposition, for- 
mer Premier Clemenceau and Deputy Renaudel 
promised M. Briand their hearty co-operation in 
doing away with the lengthy processes, and in 
whatever measures he might devise towards cen- 
tralizing power. Said M. Clemenceau: 

We are jealous of maintaining the princi- 
ples of free government, laid down in 1792, 
and once more in 1871, as the most radical 
democrat can desire. But the “red tape,” as 
Americans would say, though an excellent 


safeguard in times of peace, must be eliminated 


to the hand must: be diminished. There must 

be no “relays” between them. : 

M. Renaudel, after promising his support to 
the Government, explained that the parliamentary 
method is necessarily political, each party striv- 
ing for supremancy. It therefore divides instead 
of uniting the national power. “War,” he said, “is 
a poor time for playing at politics.” 
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TO PREVENT GUN-TOTING. 

The vigorous action the Circuit Attorney's of- 
fice is taking against gun-toters is to be com- 
mended. By insisting upon prison sentences in- 
stead of fines for offenders, the prosecutors are 
making the best of existing laws. The result, 
however, only emphasizes the need of preventive 
measures rather than punitive ones. It would 
be far better, if it were possible, to keep unde- 
sirables from getting pistols than to send them 
to jail for carryjng them. 

Legislation recommended to the Missouri Gen- 
eral Assembly by Chief of Detectives Allender 
points to the right,road. Chief Allender favors 
a law which would make it impossible for any 
private individual to buy a revolver except by 
permission of a Circuit Judge. To get such per- 
mission he would have to assure the Judge that 
he is of good character and of lawful age and 
that his possession of the weapon would not be 
dangerous to the public safety. A permit would 
then be issued to him and it would be lawful for 
any dealer to sell him the revolver. 

The dealer would have to keep a record of the 
transaction, a description and the address of the 
buyer and a description of the make and serial 
number of the weapon sold. This and other in- 
formation that would help to identify the weapon 
and its owner would then be forwarded by the 
dealer, together with the permit, to the Circuit 
Clerk’s office, where it would be kept on file. 

Such a law recognizes the constitutional right 
of a citizen to bear arms in his own defense, but 
it imposes certain restrictions necessary for the 
public welfare. No citizen with a valid reason for 
possessing a revolver ought to object to the 
trouble necessary to get one. Few persons med- 
itating crime would care to furnish in advance to 
the police so much information that might later 
be disastrous. 

Chief Allender’s idea is indorsed by former 
Judge Franklin Ferriss of the Missouri Supreme 
Court and previously of the St. Louis Circuit 
Court. Of the cases involving murder and as- 
sault that came before him in the St. Louis Crim- 
inal Division, Judge Ferriss declares that in every 
instance except one the affair would have passed 
off as a harmless fist fight if the aggressor had 
not happened to have a deadly weapon on his 
person. “The mere possession of the weapon,’ 
says the Judge, “suggests its use.” 

It is to be hoped that the Legislature will give 
this measure the attention it demands. In the 
meantime, the Circuit Attorney will have the sup- 
port of public opinion in St. Louis for his cam- 
paign against gun-toters.

OBDURATE L. & N. YIELDS. 

The head of the Louisville & Nashville system 
is contesting in the courts the righ® of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to interrogate him 
on corrupt and demoralizing gifts of passes to 
state politicians. But it is to be noted that a 
decision to go out of the wholesale pass business 
is included among the system’s New Year’s day 
resolutions.

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THE BALKAN WINTER CAMPAIGN. 

For the length of a generation the Balkan war 
cloud came into view with a regularity and in- 
nocuousness making it a portent of amusement 
rather than anxiety. But it is to be noted that 
it always made its appearance in the fall, after 
the harvesting was done, or along toward spring 
when mild weather was in sight. Balkan blood 
was hot, but it had no particularly feverish de- 
sire to go campaigning when bitter winds swept 
the Balkan plains and valleys and the sno 
lay deep on the bleak Balkan mountains. 

But the cloud having at last dissolved in a 
furious storm, it seems that the wintry season 
presents no reason for any suspension or post- 
ponement of fighting. On hundreds of miles of 
other fronts “unfavorable weather conditions” 
are almost daily assigned for the entente’s fail- 
ure to fight and make progress. But the Balkan 
battling is curiously indifferent to meteorology. 
We never hear anything about “unfavorable 
weather conditions” from the German headquar- 
ters. The Germans keep right on walking into 
Rumania and cleaning up with the Rumanians, 
Is the winter less severe in the Balkans than in 
France or is it something beside weather con- 
ditions that is holding the entente back? 

Large forces of the central Powers engaged in 
the Dobrudja are now released for employment 
elsewhere, says a Berlin dispatch. What has the 
entente gained in ‘other fields from this diversion 
of German troops to compensate them for the dis- 
asters made possible in the Balkan field? 
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THE IDEAL HEN. 

That is good news which comes from the Gov- 
ernment farm at Beltsville, Md. It is announced 
that the ideal’ hen is about to be produced. If 
there is anything the country needs it’s an ideal 
hen. One that won’t go on strike when eggs are 
scarce and prices are high; one that is not as 
temperamental as a prima donna, as unreliable 
as a Puropean war communique. What we need 
is a hen that will stay on the job all the time, 
performing the humble yet important routine of 
her daily life in'‘an earnest, conscientious man- 
ner.

the other day. Prof. Conklin is in 
charge of the department of biology 
at Princeton University, andfis the 
author of an authoratative and widely 
read book, “Heredity and Environ- 
ment.” 

An epigrammatist once said that tof 
make a gentleman you must begin 
with. his grandfather.

Conklin is the first man whom I have 
heard acknowledge fitly the worth of 
that wise and beneficent teing, the 
grandmother. So. I journeyed to his 
Princeton laboratory to ask him to 
talk more about ‘the importance of 
‘being a grandmother, and about his 
interesting theories of national 
growth and decay.. 

His first remark pricked one of the 
biggest bubbles of star-spangled ora- 
tory, and pinned to the wall one of 
Natures’ relentless truths. 

“A great American danger,” ‘he said, 
“lies in the fact that we are still 
hugging to our hearts the antiquated 
and entirely erroneous belief that ‘all 
men are born equal.’ They are not. 
They never were. Is a man afflicted 
with hereditary blindness the equal 
of his clear-visioned neighbor? Is a 
man who has inherited epilepsy your 
equal? Is a man, feeble-minded or 
insane because of the stock from 
which he sprung, the equal of per- 
sons born with’ rational, normal 
minds?

“The first.import of gold in the new 
year, which arrived yesterday, totaled 
$25,000,000 in American coin, and came 
from Halifax, instead of from the Brit- 
ish Government's depository at Ottawa, 
from which the greater part of last 
year’s shipments were dispatched. 

“Apparently, the consignment, after 
arriving from Europe, was merely for- 
warded direct to the United States, in- 
stead of going into storage at Ottawa. 

“Whether the continuance of large 

old shipments is in anticipation of 
urther borrowing in this country by 
Great Britain, is a question which is 
being debated in the financial commun- 
ity at the moment. Heretofore it has 
been the recognized policy of the Brit- 
ish exchéquer to release heavy consign- 
ments before concluding a loan opera- 
tion in order to assure ease in the 
money market.
